Soviet quarters reported today Russian troops have ad­

Front-line reports said‘Russian troops sweeping westward 
Jong the Don have pushed forward 50 miles since capturing 
e Don bridgehead of Tsimlyansk two days ago. 
Soviet dispatches said the triumphant Red armies of the south 
lave catured at least 21 more cities and towns and listed 339.150 Axis 
idlers killed or taken prisoner since the start of the Russian winter 
•ffensive Nov. 19. 
, 
Rostov, whose fall would cut off the whole German army in the 
iauoasus, already has changed hands three times. It was taken by the 
Germans late in 1941, won back quickly by the Russians and then oap- 
tured again by the Germans last summer. 
Retreat Aesumes Aspects Of Debacle 
Adolf Hitler’s high command, still giving the German people no 
hint of the disastrous turn of events, asserted flatly that Nazi infantry 
and tanks “repulsed all Soviet attacks in continued fighting in the Don 
and Kalmyck sectors.” 
The headlong Nazi retreat appears rapidly assuming the aspects of 
a debacle. 
London quarters said the speed of the Soviet comeback drive 
through the Caucasus indicates that the Germans no longer are offer­ 
ing organized resistance and are intent only on setting up a defense 
line nearer Rostov in an attempt to prevent the Russians from trapping 
all their forces to the east. 
A Soviet war bulletin said the Red armies, hotly pursuing the re­ 
treating Nazis, have advanced 25 miles northwest of newly-recaptured 
Prohladnenski to the railway station at Apolonskaya, almost halfway 
to Mineralnye Vody, the hub of a network of central Caucasus railways. 
Paralleling this 'drive, another Russian column raced northwest 
from Nalchik, advancing IS miles to a cluster of towns.

This research, pursued In dis­ 
tant parts of the world and de­ 
voted principally to 
energy-con­ 
trolling organs, led to new surgi­ 
cal methods and medical theories. 
Concerned with preserving the 
natural function of organs, Dr 
Crile successfully “blocked” nerves 
by anesthesia to prevent surgical 
shock. He believed himself to be 
the first person to make a,direct 
blood transfusion, performed 
in 
1995. 
Because of his success with goi­ 
ter surgery, he often was referred 
to as a specialist in this branch. 
It is estimated that he removed 
25,000 goiters in his life and trained 
scores of young doctors In his 
method. 
His study of the energy organs, 
Intended 
to 
determine 
whether 
their relative else had a heiring 
on man’s diseases and powers, re­ 
sulted in his theory that diseases 
common to man in his most civil­ 
ised state—such as high blood 
pressure—were caused partly by 
work and worry. He also conclud­ 
ed that the cells of man and ani­ 
mal have electrical capacity.

Roosevelt Emphasizes ‘Miracle Of Production9 During 


Message To New Congress; Urges Legislators To 
End Bickering; Hails Russian Role In War 


By Th# Associated Presa 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 — President Roosevelt 
told a victory-pledged congress today the cause of tho 
United Nations is moving forward at last in Europe, 
Asia and Africa, backed by a “miracle of produc­ 
tion” in the United States, and said 1943 carries the 
promise of a “very substantial advance along the 
roads that lead to Berlin and Rome and Tokyo.” 
Delivering his annual message to the legislators in person 
in the house chamber, he called on them to put aside bickering 
over economic measures and to strive to contribute to nation­ 
al unity. 
The President’s address on the state of the nation was di­ 
vided into three major sections: 
A review of the progress of the war, a report on America’s 
mighty arms production and a general outline of his hopes 
for the peace to follow the conflict and for guaranteeing free­ 
dom from want and fear. 
“ By far the largest and most important developments in 
the whole strategic picture of 1942,” Mr. Roosevelt asserted, 
“ were the events on the long front in Russia: First, the im­ 
placable defense of Stalingrad; and second the offensives by 
the Russian armies at various points which started in the lat­ 
ter part of November and which still roll on with great force 
and effectiveness.” 
Unusual Precautions Taken To Guard President 
The Capitol was the scene of unueal precautions taken to safe­ 
guard the chief executive. 
Hours before his arrival time police, secret service mea and regu­ 
lar army personnel threw a oordon around the MU. 
Steel-helmeted soldiers, bayonets fixed to Gerund rifles, stood at 
attention all around the Capitol and In Ma Mesa. 
Special Capitol polios, their numbers augmented by metropolitan 
pollee, were ob guard ait all entrances and stationed throughout the 
CppfetoL No one wee permitted to easter the banding without a ape- 
etal pass or identification.

BW DE7LHI— History provides 
few human tragedies so awful 
as that of India’s 60,000,000 un 
touchable* who are condemned by 
tradition to live as pariahs Just as 
their ancestors have done tor hun 
dreds of years. 
That word “pariah” says a lot, 
by the way. Here In this ancient 
land it is applied both to th* per 
son who is sn outcast from society 
and to the gaunt wild dog which 
by day skulks outside the cities 
and 
towns and 
by night 
races 
wailing 
through 
the 
streets 
in 
search of garbage and offal with 
which to fill his hungry belly. 
The untouchable w ill tell you 
that there Isn’t much to choose 
between the life of the man and 
that of the beest. Many would feel 
that the advantage rests with the 
dog. Afer all, h e Isn t condemned 
to such tasks aa emptying night 
vessel! for hie betters and ha Is 
not unlucky enough to live as long 
as tbs man.

It would do aw ay w ith un- 
touchability. It would destroy the 
Inferiority complex of the depress­ 
ed classes. 
“And how, Dr. 
Am bedkar, did 
you escape from the fate of your 
people?’’ 
“I am a product of history,” re­ 
plied the doctor. “ We m ust go back 
to the N apoleonic wars. India was 
conquered a t that tim e by the East 
India com pany with the help of In­ 
dian troops, not British. And It 
was the untouchables who fought 
for the company. 
“T his enlistm ent of the untouch­ 
ables was a Godsend to them , as 
it opened up a career and provided 
high places In the army. My peo­ 
ple were In the arm y and my fath ­ 
er got an education and thought 
of giving me an education.”

Public Approves Carrier Boy System 


I 
T seem s strange th a t m uch of the style of w arfare 
th a t Is being taught our soldiers today is a distinct 
throw back to the fighting fashions of the N orth 
Am erican Indians, perhaps the m ost savage w arriors 
and the shrew dest cam paigners who ever lived. 
They w ere m asters of cam ouflage long before it 
ever was heard of by m odern soldiers, of sniping 
and am bushing. T heir forte was slipping up on the 
enem y and striking suddenly w ith knife and tom*, 
hawk and torch and as suddenly disappearing. Every 
Am erican schoolboy has read of how the Indians of 
colonial tim es would sneak up on th e settlem ents of. 
the w hites and kill and burn and take captives. 
. 
T hese R edskins w ere the forerunners of the Confr- 
m ando school of th is w ar. T h eir m ethods were 
sim ilar to those taught Com mando soldiers today, 
except of course the cruelty th at the Indian w arriors 
practiced. B ut the noiseless m ovem ent over all 
m anner of terrain th a t was instinctive w ith the 
bronze braves, the rapid and savage assau lt on the 
objective and the use of the lethal blade if need bis, 
the taking of prisoner* (barring fem ales) and the 
quick escape are all in the curriculum of th e Com­ 
m ando lighter. All go back to th e Indians. 
* 


IN the deeps of the forest and on th e plains, th e 
I young Indians once were schooled by th eir elders 
in these things. They were taught, as is the soldier 
of today, th at no holds w ere barred. T hev w ere 
brought up to be tough and m erciless and this teach­ 
ing has been revived for the youthful palefaces of 
this era. 
Y ears ago, when the echoes of the exploits of our 
frontiersm en and soldiers against th e tribesm en of 
the w est still reverberated throughout the land, the 
favorite pastim e of all A m erican youngsters was 
“Playing Indian”. Our kids were adept at craw ling 
around on th eir stom achs, m oving stealthily from 
tree to tree and u ttering blood-curdling yells. They 
would have been natural Commandos. 
T he game died out w ith th e echoes and another 
generatfon played a t being the Dalton boys and still 
another at being Dillinger. The ways of Lo, the poor 
Indian, were forgotten until the Commando business 
cam e along. Incidentally, the bloodcurdling yell I 
m entioned also has been included in the studies of 
the young soldier, though a hot foot will produce the 
sam e sound effect w ithout schooling.

But this is only half the story. 
Somfe of us fail to realize th at 
first of all the teeth m ust be p ro p 
erly nourished. Strong, firm, well­ 
spaced teeth begin with the m oth­ 
e r’s diet, before her child is born.

1,500 Thoroughbreds Give 


Big Problem In Florida

MIAMI 
Fla., Jan. 7 — Fifteen 
h u n d r e d 
thoroughbreds 
were 
stranded here today by the closing 
of the Miami race tracks, leaving 
owners and trainers in a quandry 
about what to do with animals that 
go on eating even though there are 
no more purses to win. 
The Florida racing season fold­ 
ed yesterday after the office of 
price adm inistration announced a 
ban on all automobile pleasure 
driving. 
Tropical park called off its meet­ 
ing after 15 days of operations, 
and Hialeah park decided not to at­ 
tem pt a season in the face of the 
drastic gasoline curb. 
One dog track — the Hollywood 
oval — suspended, but others in 
the state hung on temporarily in 
the hope they could get by with 
the patronage of bettors who would 
ride public conveyances, or walk. 
For the big racing stables, back­ 
ed 'by wealthy sportsmen, the clos­ 
ing presented the alternatives of 
shipping horses to northern farms, 
sending 
them 
to 
New 
Orleans 
where the 
fairgrounds 
track is 
operating, or stabling them here 
until the eastern plants are sched­ 
uled to open in the spring. 
The sm aller stables, which oper­ 
ate on a hand-to-mouth basis and 
depend upon picking up a couple 
of purses to pay the costs of mov­ 
ing from one track to another, 
faced a far more serious problem. 
There were troubles ahead, too, 
for many stable hands, exercise 
boys and other lesser employes 
who had no reserve funds to tide 
them over.

stable employes, were more than 
LOOO persons who work at Miami 
tracks during their meetings.

Wednesday authorized an increase 
of approximately SO cents a ton 
on Pennsylvania anthracite coal. 
He said the increase “reflects 
higher production costs involving 
the extension of the 35-hour week 
to six days" and other cost in­ 
creases in the industry. 
The new prices will go into ef 
•’eel Saturday at both mine and 
retail levels. The increase will be 
between 50 and 55 cents a ton on 
domestic and pea sizes and be 
tween 30 and 45 cents a ton on 
steam sizes. The average increase, 
officials estimate, may be 48.7 
cents a ton, or about 5 percent. 
The longer work week in the in 
dustry followed an appeal by Fuel 
jCoordinator Harold L. Ickes for 
increased 
production. 
Henderson 
estimated that about 27 cents, or 
more than half of the price in 
crease, will be due to the pay 
ment of overtime to miners and 
the remainder of the increase will 
cover all other increases in pro­ 
duction costs incurred since Oc 
tober, 1841. 
The price increase was approved 
by James F. Byrnes, director of 
economic stabilization. 
Outlaw Strike 
Creates Coal Shortage

Outgoing shipments were cur- 
tailed sharply and deliveries to 
domestic consumers here in the 
heart of the anthracite region 
were limited to one ton. 
Meanwhile, three local unions 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, 
disregarding 
leaders’ 
p. ins that they return to work im­ 
mediately, voted to remain on 
strike. 
The shortage was reported after 
the OPA slashed fuel oil rations 
by 25 percent for all non-reeiden- 
tial buildings in 17 eastern states. 
The strike was primarily in 
protest against a 50-cent a month 
Increase in union dues voted at a 
ITMW convention 
in 
Cincinnati 
Oast October, union Spokesmen 
said. The workers also eought a 
$2-a-day wage increase. 
The dues increase, from l l to 
$1.60, was supported by union lead­ 
ers from the bituminous coal fields 
and opposed by many anthracite 
leaders.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 7—A plan 
to reduce worker absenteeism in 
Ohio, Michigan and Kentucky war 
plants through encouragement of 
production drive committee© and 
use of check lists was announced 
today by the regional war man­ 
power commission. 
Absenteeism check lists to show 
days worked by employes will be 
made available to plants with war 
orders 
and 
labor-management. 
groups in each plant will be urged 
to undertake drives for increased 
output. 
Declaring that neither manage­ 
ment nor labor alone can correct 
absenteeism, Robert C. Goodwin, 
WMG regional director, said a 
wide variety of causes could be 
removed 
through 
employer-em- 
ploye cooperation. 
The remedial plan was devised 
after a preliminary study of rec­ 
ords In 45 plants employing 210,- 
000 workers revealed the degree 
of absenteeism ranged from 3 to 
6 percent on the basis of dally 
averages. 
Studies revealed the following 
causes of absenteeism; job chop­ 
ping and piracy; Illness; lack of 
information

and commerce, peace and civiliza­ 
tion must be looked to.” 
Simultaneously, he pledged that 
it will be his “unswerving deter­ 
mination as speaker “to protect, 
to defend the rights, the preroga­ 
tive and the powers of the house.” 
Last fall’s election, with its wide 
Republican gains, was reflected In 
the closest vote for party control 
of the house in the last decade. 
The Democrats won. By 217 to 206. 
they re-elected Rayburn over Rep. 
Martin CR') of Massachusetts. 
Immediately, the tension 
was 
broken. 
Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike Jumped to their feet in 
a prolonged ovation. 
And when Rep. Martin said It 
was particularly appropriate that 
this honor should go to Rayburn 
on his 61st birthday, the pande­ 
monium was renewed. 
‘Happy Birthday To You* 
Someone among the Republicans 
started chanting "Happy Birthday 
to You.” It quickly was picked up 
by others and in a moment, the 
whole house was singing, while 
Rayburn stood on the dais, smiling, 
but nearly overcome with embar­ 
rassment and emotion. 
This was in vivid contrast with 
a later development. Rayburn ac­ 
cepting the speakership, referred 
to President Roosevelt as the great­ 
est “war leader” that could have 
been found for the present emer­ 
gency. 
The 
Democrats 
shouted 
and 
hand-clapped noisy approval. The 
big Republican membership sat, 
stony silent and bored. 
The senate, always more sedate, 
meanwhile, solemnly went through 
Us historic ritual of organization. 
In groups of four, new senators 
were escorted to the rostrum and 
sworn in. Quickly, the usual pro­ 
cedure of adopting a resolution to 
notify the house and the President 
that the senate was ready for busi­ 
ness was accomplished. 
Called ‘Victory Congress' 
Martin, one of a committee which 
escorted Rayburn down the cen­ 
ter aisle, presented him to the 
house, with a brief address. 
“The 77th congress was known 
as the war congress,” he said. 
"This is going to be known as the 
victory congress. 
"This congress is going to aee 
this war to a decisive and early 
end. The leaders of the opposition 
pledge their effort to that end.” 
In Rayburn, he went on to say. 
the house has elected a “really 
great speaker” and a “great Amer­ 
ican”. 
The birthday statements, and 
then a great ovation, one of several 
for Rayburn, followed. 
The speaker, accepting his post, 
said ho was “deeply moved”. 
Bringing up himself the bristling 
issue of presidential powers, he as­ 
sorted there was abundant cooper­ 
ation between the White House and 
congress. 
Congressional leaders c o n f e r 
with the President weekly, he said, 


and discuss future proposals and 
actions. 
“It is my unwavering intention 
to defend and protect the rights, 
the prerogatives and the powers 
of the house of representatives.' 
he said, as both sides of the aisle 
applauded vigorously. 
Adding that there was coopera­ 
tion at the White House, he took a 
sharper tone in speaking of other 
divisions of the executive branch 
of the government. 
Officials in these agencies, he 
said in a tone of strong determina­ 
tion, “must consult” those who are 
responsible in congress. 
More sharply than any other 
Rep. Cox (D) of Georgia raised 
the issued of presidential powers 
and congressional independence of 
the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Cox is an Influential member of 
the southern bloc which repeatedly 
has opposed New Deal proposals. 
This bloc is considered to hold a 
balance of power. 
"We recognize, with regret,'’’ he 
said, “that the terrible business of 
war renders necessary the tempo­ 
rary surrender of many of our 
liberties and privileges, but let me 
ask you, have we not at times gone 
dangerously far astray? 
“The people expect the laws gov­ 
erning them to be made by their 
congress; to be made by those they ; 
choose to represent them, and not I 
by people they never have seen, 
whose policies they know nothing 
about, whom they have elected to no 
office and with whom they are un­ 
acquainted.”

Among New Books . . . 


Modest A. P. Reporter 
Tells Of Tokyo Jail

“EXCHANGE SH IP,” by Max Hill. 
I 
REMEMBER very well the day 
I heard that Max HUI was go­ 
ing to Tokyo for The Associated 
Press; he seemed eager for a try 
at it, and a little depressed with 
what he knew would be the diffi­ 
culties of the Job — not the or­ 
dinary difficulties of news gather­ 
ing, for he knew these well, but 
the difficulty by translating one 
frame of mind into another. Japan 
had 
been Just another country 
that morning. It was a theater of 
action that afternoon. 
Now Mr. Hill has told the story 
of his stay in Japan in a book he 
calls ‘Exchange Ship”, and you can 
see how right his hunch was. 
He knew he would have no easy 
time of it, and he didn’t. He knew 
the news ha would get would not 
be what he could dig out, but rath­ 


er what he was permitted to know, 
and it was. And he felt most likely, 
that something was boiling up over 
there. It did boil up, and over. 
There are two particularly nice 
things about "Exchange Ship” that 
have nothing to do with the valu­ 
able facts the book contains: One 
is the author’s modesty — he 
makes no pretense of being a 
weighty expert on Japan. The oth­ 
er is the skillful way the story 
Is told. 
As the A sam e, and later the 
Grlpsholm, progress toward home 
Mr. Hill describes the voyage and 
the passengers, and fills in the 
years before the sailing from Ja­ 
pan with flashbacks out of which 
emerge a remarkably detailed aud 
neatly balanced account of Japan 
before Pearl Harbor, and prison 
after that event. 
The great men of Japan are in 
the book, and so is Mr. Hill’s cook. 
Sailors torturing a monkey for 
fun are there, and beside them 
the neighborhood brats torturing 
Mr. Hill’s cat — also tor fun. Life 
in a Si by Moot cell, Ute in the 
American Club in Tokyo, the Jap­ 
anese Diet and th# Japanese diet, 
bitter hunger and needled beer, 


the trickery of American-educated 
Japs and the Japanese propaganda 
against the white race, these and 
many other things are made ac­ 
tual. 
You emerge with a pretty good 
picture of the author, too. Perhaps 
the way he managed to keep his 
sanity through his months "In soli­ 
tary” is as good a clue as any. 
He had with him a pint-sized edi­ 


tion of Shakespeare, and spent his 
^lonely time committing "Othello” 
to memory. “Othello” is about all 
he could take out of Japan.

FAT IS ONE of the three pri­ 
mary essentials in a diet. It 
has the highest concentration of en­ 
ergy food stuffs—over twice as 
much as starch aud protein. This 
energy.can be used Immediately if 
the body requires It, but fat has 
the further advantage that it is 
stored for reserve energy. 
Besides this fundamental func­ 
tion in nutrition, most fats carry 
a good qu&nity of accesory food 
factors, in other word vitamins 
and vitamin-like substances. Fats 
also have an important function 
in nutrition in that they flavor 
foods and make foods of all sorts 
palatable. This is an advantage 
for 
the 
underweight Individual 
but contrariwise it Is a trap for 
the overweight. 
Different fats, however, differ 
in their nutritional factors and 
advantages. Of all fats commonly 
used, butter Is probably the most 
valuable. Animal fats 
all have 
more vitamins and accessory fac­ 
tors than vegetable fata and of all 
the animal fats, butter Is the most 
desirable nutritionally. Butter Is 
easily and almost completely' di­ 
gested and the nutritional sub­ 
stance. and butter with a high vi- 
available 
rapidly 
for utilisation 
by the body. 
Vitamins And Cerotene 
It has long been known that 
butter contains vitamins A and D. 
Better than vitamins A and D. is 
to have butter with a high caro­ 
tene content, carotene being the 
chemical precursor out of which 
the body make* vitamin A. Vita­ 
min A itself is a colorless, oily sub­ 
stance, and butter with a high vi­ 
tamin A content, and virtually 
colorless, has a low carotene con­ 
tent. 
Therefore, 
while 
a 
good 
natural dark yellow tone Is good 
indication of the presence of caro­ 
tene, absence of that color does not 
mean that the butter is deficient in 
vitamin A. 
Butter 
from 
different 
dairy 
communities varies in vitamin A 
and D content. A change in dairy 
rations will alter the vitamin A 
content of the butter produced. By 
taking dairy animals oft pasture a 
source of carotene Is removed from 
their diet and the vitamin A value 
of the butter produced from their 
milk drops off. 
However, dairymen, now recog­ 
nising this fact, are taking meas­ 
ures to prevent this decrease by 
supplementing the winter feeding 
with rich, green alfalfa hay or 
products high in carotene. All but­ 
ter is a fair source of vitamin D 
and since vitamin D is formed by 
the action of sunlight, butter pro­ 
duced In the winter months is 
somewhat more deficient in vita­ 
min D than that produced in the 
summer months. 
Growth Factor 
Besides these factors a new sub­ 
stance bas been found in butter 
which is known as the growth 
factor. It also contains substances 
which promote healthy skin and 
healthy 
eye 
nutrition. 
Experi­ 
ments on animals have shown that 
as far as vitamin B is concerned, 
lf the animals are fed on rice pol­ 
ishings alone, which 
contain 
a 
high amount of vitamin B, or are 
fed on butter fat alone, they do not 
grow as rapidly or show as vigor­ 
ous health as when both rice pol­ 
ishings and butter are added to the 
diet. But it is well established now 
that butter contains a growth fac­ 
tor which bas not been found In 
any other food stuff. 
About two ounces of good butter 
a day are enough to supply the 
vitamin A requirements of a child 
and two to three ounces of butter 
with a pint of whole milk will sup­ 
ply the vitamin A requirements of 
an adult It is supposed that this 
much 
butter 
will 
also 
supply 
enough of the “butter fat growth 
factor” to supply a growing child’s 
requirements for this substance.
